A new policy for domestic affairs 
was evolved by National Federation 
of Canadian University Students at 
its .recent conference In Quebec 
City, report, given In the Students 
Executive Council last night said.' ,: 

The report stated that the com- 
missions meeting on mandates, pro- 
jects and student activities laid 
down a new procedure for domes- 
tic affairs which ,wlll be followed 
by, ;NJ;.C.U.S. this year. . 
-''sîtiàehtap'a^ 

was widely discussed. There was 
long discussion of the shortcomings 
of N.r.C.U.S., and concern as to its 
failure to complete any of the many 
projects which It has been In the 
habit of undertaking each year, 

For this reason It was decided at 
the conference (he number of man- 
da^a given be limited and that the 
federation concentrate on a few 
particular achievable projects. 

Among the projects selected for 
Intensive effort this year arc im- 
plementation of the Massey Report 
recommendations concernbijg Schol 
afshlps, Bursaries, and Fellowships 
by the Provincial and Federal 
Governments. . It also recommends 
the' "early ' establishment of the 
Canada Council on the Arts, Letters, 
Humanities, and Social Sciences. 

It - was recommended that the 
President of NFCUS draw up In 
brief form the arguments contained 
in the Massey Report and that this 
be sent' to each University in the 
form of a resolution to be passed. 
The resulU of these findings 'would 
then < be reported back to the 
National Executive and procedure 
taken from there. V ; . 

An attempt to do away with 
student Contributions to the unem- 
ployment insurance fund, a cam 
paign for the reduction of Import 
duties and federal taxes on univer 
sity textbooks, and an effort to 
secure reduced ''fares during the 
school' year for students on Cana- 
dian railways were some of the 
other projects suggested for NFCUS 
during this year. 

Concerning international activl 
tics, the N.F.C.U.S. Conference sup- 
ported the recommendations of 
McG ill's .Chuck Taylor , In hU re- 
port from the I.U.S. Unity Meeting 
Bucharest resolving not to consider 
any form of membership in I.Ù.S. 
(International Union of Students). 
However contact would bn main- 
tained .by ssnding observers to 
various I.U.S. meetings.
